PAYETTE WELL IS STEADILY
REACHING INTO LOWER LEVELS

Work on the oll snd gas well
being drilled at FPayelta by the
Idakp Ol & Gas Company Is pro-
grossing very favorably according to
roeports in Payetts, Ontario people
who are (nterested in oll and gas
development are watehing the pro-
gresy of this wall with keen Inter-
ost a8 the success of this well witl
mean a great deal for the develop-
ment of the oll and gas resources on
both sides of the river as the geo-
graphic conditions at Payette are
deseribed as bolng the same as those
about Ontarie. The well s belng
drilled just west of the mallroad
tracks south of the depot. A full
standard eoquipment han beon
brought In with over 3000 feet of
casing. The derrick i 84 ft, high

with 30 ft. base { double construe-
tion to enablg the company to go as

doep or deeper Lhan any well that
lian ever been drilled in this distriot,

The well Ia In charge of heoad
drilley U, O, Btevens, an expert oll
drillor who has had thirly years ex-
perience In bringlag In gas and oll
wells In soveral states. The well ls
now down 260 ft. with 10 ineh oas-
ing and from now on drilling work
should progress very fast as the big
bits have been connected up with
the walking beam in order to hasten
drilling.

The drilling of this well was
brought about this summer by the
consolidation of the Payette Ol &
Development Co, with the Idaho OU
& Gas Co. of Nampa, both of which
companies have a large aoreage un-
dor loase, the Payetta peopls hav.
ing leased about IO_O“ acres in the
